Bills of health issued as follows : Steam- 
ship Sergipe, from Rio de Janeiro to New York ; steamship Toftwood, 
from Buenos Aires to Savannah ; steamship Orinoco, from Southamp- 
ton to New York; steamship Desterro, from Santos to New Orleans; 
steamship Selsden, from Buenos Aires to Pensacola; steamship 
Bri.ttannic, from Norfolk to Baltimore, and steamship Voltaire, from 
Santos to New York. Sanitary condition of vessels, cargoes, crews, 
and passengers, good.

Africa — Kimberley. — Month ended October 12, 1907. Estimated 
population, 54,141. Total number of deaths, 89, including 2 from 
enteric fever. 

Azores — St. Michaels and St. Maria. — Month of September, 1907. 
Estimated population, 127,566. Total number of deaths, 343, in- 
cluding diphtheria 1, enteric fever 3, scarlet fever 9, and 7 from 
tuberculosis. 

Canada — Ontario — Hamilton. — Month of October, 1907. Esti- 
mated population, 63,000. Total number of deaths, 68, including 
enteric fever 2, diphtheria 3, and 2 from tuberculosis. 

Niagara Falls. — Month of October, 1907. Estimated population, 
8,500. Total number of deaths, 5. 

Cuba. — Month of September, 1907. Reports from the 6 provinces, 
having an aggregate population of 1,572,797, show as follows: 
Deaths from contagious diseases: Diphtheria 7, enteric fever 11, 
leprosy 2, measles 1, scarlet fever 2, yellow fever 13, and 106 from 
tuberculosis. 

Gibraltar. — Two weeks ended October 27, 1907. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 27,385.
